You must serve and file this form no later than 90 calendar days after the law enforcement agency serves you with 
written verification of its decision denying your request under Penal Code section 186.34 to remove your name from a 
shared gang database or, if you are the parent or guardian of a child under 18 whose name is in the gang database, the 
child’s name. If your request is late, your request will be dismissed.

In the second box on the right-hand side: Fill in the name of the county for the superior court where you plan to file 
the request and the street address for the court (see rule 3.2300(d)(3) for information about where to file this form).
